William Henry Maxwell, Superintend- 
ent emeritus, of New York’s public 
schools, died ‘yesterday morning at his 
home, 88 Franklin Place, . Flushing, 
Queens, of arterio sclerosis. He was 68 
Years old’ and had been a semi-invalid 
several years, the position of Superin- 
tendent emeritus having, been created 
specially for him as his thirty-five years’ 
service was drawing to a close. 


William L. Ettinger, his successor as 
active school head, brought the event to 
the formal notice of the Board of Educa- 
tion at its meeting yesterday with a 
letter in which he wrote: 

‘His was the master mind in the re- 
organization of the school system, e 
possible by the enactment of the charter; 
in the establishment of the merit system 
Aas a substitute for advancement by po- 
litical ra a pl in the development of 
our h schol system, and in the pro- 
tracted but successful struggle to enrich 
the elementary curriculum in order that 
our children, rich and poor, might enjoy 
the benefits of a liberal education. 8 
was the k and the privilege to in- 
terpret the best educational thought of 
the time and through his energy, and 
leadership to embody such ideals in the
